I am 
responsible for all incoming clients to do pregnancy testing and peer counseling, I do evaluation 
of the programs, develop and work with social media, prepare and deliver all public relations, 
serve on various community committees that deal with our clients, write the quarterly newsletter 
and annual report, lead the parenting classes, do all grants and grant reporting, develop and 
implement fund raising events, and currently leading the Teen Pregnancy Prevention grant, from 
Job and Family Service, which is used to lead week long sexual-risk-avoidance program, in all 
Hardin County Schools, in grades 6 th through High School. 

8/03 - 06/09 ATM (Abstinence Till Marriage) Education, Sunbury, Ohio 

Assisted with development of curriculum, Relationships Under Construction, including 
writing goals and objectives for each program. Worked in two counties making contacts with 
schools, providing week long abstinence classroom programs, setting up web parties and 
assemblies, and kept track of both pre and post evaluations. Assisted high schools with the Baby 
Think It Over Programs and empathy bellies. Continued managing a 7 th grade overnight program 
each spring with approximately 40 students and 16 teen mentors and adults. Management 
included working with the schools on publicity, designing all the flyers, raising funds, training staff, 
developing the curriculum, and keeping records on all participants and evaluation.

Developed two continuous abstinence youth programs, one for boys and 
one for girls. These programs help youth remain abstinent, improve self-esteem, develop better 
relationships with family and friends, and provides learning in life skills. Developed an overnight 
program, at the YMCA, for 7 th grades to learn about important teen issues. Completed other 
requirements for the program through writing grants, developing and completing evaluations of 
the programs, record keeping for billing and state requirement, and documentation on clients. 
Programs are also presented in general PR and parent seminars. Also provided one on one 
counseling with parents and youth discussing abstinence and parenting issues.
